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"UOSAT-OSCAR 11 lives!" Those were the 
opening words of amateur radio bulletins 
around the world on May 14 after the control 
station at England's University of Surrey 
successfully commanded the OSCAR 11 telemetry 
on. It had been eleven weeks since the sate- 
llite had gone silent on it's fifth orbit of 
Earth. Some of the best equipped stations in 
the world had listened for residual signals 
from the pre-output stages of the beacon trans- 
mitter, listened for the local oscillator of 
the command reciever, listened for anything 
that would indicate that some life remained 
in the spacecraft. Finally, on the weekend of 
May 11-13, the Stanford Research stations in 
California and Greenland detected faint sig-_ 
nals from the command receiver; ‘These obser- 
vations confirmed the validity of the NASA 
tracking data which had been in some doubt. 


Still, all is not well aboard OSCAR 11. 
It does not accept any commands via the 144 
mHz. command receiver. The 438 mHz. receiver 
which was used in successfully turning the 
two-meter beacon on only accepted four com- 
mands in four orbits. The telemetry looks 


good, however. The two-meter beacon is strong- so, 


er than the one on OSCAR 9. Both satellites 


are on the same Frequency but the orbits are out 


of phase such that the two are not above the 
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horizon at the same time. OSCAR 11 passes _ 


_over this \area a ‘couple of hours each side 
of 0930 and 2130 local time. 


The year 1986 promises to be an eventful 
one for amateur radio satellites. Negotia- 
tions are under way for a launch for Phase 
3C early in that year. This satellite is sim- 
ilar to OSCAR 10. Other candidates for 1986 
are a French amateur satellite named Arsene, 
the Japanese JAS-1 and PACSAT, the packet 
radio satellite sponsored in part by VITA, 
(Volunteers in Technical Assistance). 


In the very earliest stages of consi- 
deration is a trio of geosynchronous space- 
craft linked directly or through ground sta- 
tions. These would provide 24-hour world- 


wide coverage.

OSCAR 10 is performing particularly well 
It's apogee, the highest point in the orbit, 
continues to move farther North and as it 
does we see more and more of it's orbit. 
Today (May 18) it rose at 0215 UTC and will 
set at 1301, remaining above our horizon for 
92.5 percent of the 700-minute orbit.

THC “METER 300 OHM TWIN LEAD J-POLS 


I you are an apartment dweller or 
live {n a housing section which 
prohibits outside antennas vr just 
happen to be interested in antennas, 
you may want to look at the following, 


This 2 meter 300 ohm twin lead J-Pole 
antenna has been used in the Norfolk/ 
Va, Beach area for a few years with 
excellent perfomnance toth on simplex 
and the local repeaters, 


This antenna is nice and compact and is 
ereat for the traveling ham since it 
Fits nicely in a suitcase or briefcase, 
The twin lead used can be any type, 
foam or plastic or any that you may 
have lying around the Bam shack. The 
dimensions siven are ¢00da from 1445 to 
{+S shz. Any other frequencies will 
have to be modified slightly. 


Tuning the J-Pole is quite easy, 

Two methods can be used, but the 

best is adjusting the short side, 

where the btraid of the coax is con- 
nected, Trim off 1/8" max, each time 
and check the SWR, If you cut too much 
off, you can add a small piece of wire 
back and re-trim, 


The other methoc of trimming the SWR 
is to adjust the coax where it is 
attached to the twin lead, Adjust 
both sides equally, 


Hang the antenna as high as possible 
and try to keep it away from metal 
objects, especially when tuning. 

A piece of heat shrink over the 
connections also helps, 


So if you like different antennas, 
give this one a try, Good luck

"State Government is very 2opreci- 
ative of the amateur radio operators 
who assisted in rrovidins communica— 
tions in the damssed ereas." This is 
one of the meny stetements made about 
hams who responded to the demneged towns 
including Red Springs and Faxton, NC. 
Over 3CO hams working 12 hour shifts 
with 50 per shift helped to sive gov- 
ernment officials the radio link they 
could not get from the phone system. 
Hams also played a life saving role in 
Red Springs. Besides the passing of 
routine traffic, the following actions 
were reported: 2 fires, 2a child who 
hed difficulty breathing, a heart at- 
tack, and an ambulance run. 

In the town of Red Springs, hams 
were stationed at certain intersections 
with red ribbons tied to their car ant. 
for easy identification. Residents were 
told of the locations by a local radio 
station who broadcasted the info. every 
30 minutes. The radio operation was 
on two meter simplex with the net con— 
trol located in the.locel fire/police 
station. Another radio base station 
was located at the Baptist Church to 
handle the traffic from the fire/police 
statzon to the State EOC in Raleigh. 

Ir, Maxton, NC, the net control sta- 
tion was located at the food/clothing 
distribution center in a baseball field. 
But due to the limited erees of destruc— 
tion fewer hams were noeded. 

DACs or Disaster Assistance Centers 
were opened in all major dameged arees 
to provide relief to the victims. Here 
again the hem played an important role. 
Due to the overloading of the telephone 
system, state government officials were 
unable to contect various DACs and by 
having a ham at each facility, vital 
information was able to be passed. 

Because of the past training exer- 
cises we as hams learned what to do 
and what not to do, how to pass traffic 
efficiently, end to demcnstPrate to state 
officials a communication system they 
can use to help the people of HC in 
times of need.
